Samuel C. Davis & Co., the oldest and one 
of the largest wholesale dry goods firms tin | 
the city, have decided to rétire from ee 


As fast as possible the immense * 
on hand will be disposed of and when 
‘this is accomplished the doors will ve 
closed. No date has been set for the re- 
tirement, but Mr, 8. C. Davis expects to 
be able to close out by December 1, or 
earlier. 

The firm, has for vun done business in 
the handsome five-story block at the north- 
west corner of Broadway and Washington 
avenue, occupying all five floors, besides 
the basement and attic. An extensive trade 
was done in Kansas and Colorado and 
Indian Territory, and for many years 
Davis. & Co.’s traveling men held almost 
undisputed sway in that territory. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch. reporter 
Monday morning, Samuel C. Davis refused 
to give any reason for the step now being 
taken other than that they want to get out 
of business. In wholesale circles it is said 
the business has. declined in recent years 


amount of capital invested. 

Asked why the business was not sold to 
other parties, Mr. Davis said it would de 
sold if a purchaser could be found, but 
intimated that the stock would be closed 
out in parcels as rapidly as possible. He 
stated that the step was not taken in order 
to go into other business, and that they had 
not given that matter a thought and would 
mot until the stock on hand disposed of.
